WASHINGTON (AP) — A top 
White House official says a con­ 
tinuation of recent Communist 
infiltration into South Vietnam 
during the next seven weeks 
would be considered disturb­ 
ing and could signal an early- 
1970 offensive. 
An authority in the foreign 
policy area, 
the official was 
made available to about 50 news­ 
men for an 85-minute brief­ 
ing Thursday. Under the rules, 
his rem arks could notbe report­ 
ed until today. All his state­ 
ments w ere made in response to 
questions. 
The source said that if North 
Vietnam continues infiltration 
during the next seven weeks at 
the average rate of the last sev­ 
en, 
the Nixon adm inistration 
will conclude it is augmenting 
its forces in the South rather 
than replacing losses. He said 
that could be the prelude to an 
offensive. 
If an offensive develops, how­ 
ever, he said it could not reach 
the 1968 Tet level which saw 
the Communists invade Saigon 
and occupy, if tem porarily, such 
provincial capitals as Hue. He 
said the enemy could do no 
more now than cause an in­ 
crease 
in U. S. casualties 
through 
stepped-up 
shellings 


and a series of coordinated at­ 
tacks. 
Some reverses are inevitable 
as the war continues, he said. 
As other adm inistration offt. 
cials have done, 
the White 
House aide credited Nixon with 
mustering U.S. public opinion 
in support of adm inistration pol­ 
icy on Vietnam since October. 
This source said he still be­ 
lieves a negotiated settlement is 
more likely than not to occur 
before the troop withdrawal pro­ 
gram is completed. 
Efforts to achieve a Middle 
East settlem ent also were cited 
as a major disappointment of 
1969, although direct talks on 
the subject between the United 
States and the Soviet Union 
were said to have greatly less­ 
ened the chance of a superpow­ 
er confrontation in that area. 
The official said the Soviets 
are reluctant to recommend any 
settlem ent going much beyond 
the stated positions of their 
friends In the Arab world. 
The

also 
would have hoped for an end to 
the Nigerian civil war in 1969. 
The source said the national 
Security Council met on this 
subject earlier in the week— 
a meeting which, it was said, 
will lead to concrete U.S. steps 
in 1970.

Tree Oils Key To 
Discovering Virus 
Infections In Citrus

During the holiday season 'es­ 
tivo foods play an important 
part in most celebrations. Nuts, 
dried fruit, grapes, citrus and 
a host of other California pro* 
ducts find their way onto dinner 
tables or uitft snack trays as 
people gather in a joyous mood 
to celebrate Christmas and the 
coming of a New Year. One of 
the most unique of California's 
agricultural products Is the ol­ 
ive—one of our oldest crops. 
The first olive» came to this 
state with the Franciscan mis­ 
sionaries in the late 1700* s. 
Originally they were grown for 
shade and oil, but it was soon 
discovered that the weather, 
latitude and soil of California's 
interior valleys was very much 
like the olive growing regions o! 
Spain and Italy and commer­ 
cial planlinb > followed. 
Oil was the prime crop of 
early commercial plantings of 
olive trees because the fruit 
even though attractive to look at, 
unlike other fruits is forbidding­ 
ly bitter to the taste in its 


natural 
state. The oMve be* 
comes edible and a highly priz­ 
ed delicacy only after special 
processing by a technique* that 
was discovered about the turn of 
the century. 
This discovery, 
which gives us canned black 
and 
green-ripe olives as we 
know them today, marked the be* 
ginning of the California ripe 
olive industry. Today there are 
some 28,ODD bearing acres of 
olive trees an 1 nearly half again 
that ma.-iy on their way toward 
productioa. 
Olives oa the tree at har* 
vest time m?y be green, straw* 
colored, or cherry red in color, 
since maturity is deter mined by 
the oil content, not color. Olives 
must be picked at exactly the 
right time, however, for if they 
are picked too soon they have a 
woody texture while if they are 
allowed to turn purple or black, 
they may become rn iíhy wnen 
cured. 
Of the hundred or more var­ 
ieties of oil ves that can be grown 
in California, four have made 
their mark as commercial can­ 
ning fruit. The Mission, brought 
here by the Franciscan fathers,

Size designations may co.* 
fuse you at first, but the qual­ 
ity of our olives should not. 
The high quality o? California 
olives is guaranteed and since 
they are tree ripened, they have 
an unique flavor anti texture. 
Tneir color, size and delicate 
taste make California olives a 
welcome addition to any festive 
occasion. 


RIVERSIDE (AP) — Citrus 
tree oils have distinctive pro­ 
files which can tip scientists 
to certain virus diseases attack­ 
ing the plants, says a research, 
er at the University oí Califor­ 
nia at Riverside. 
Dr. Rainer W, Scora, assist­ 
ant botanist in the department 
oí horticultural science, said 
oil from 100 to 150 leaves is 
fed into a gas chromatograph. 
The machine vaporizes the 
distilled oils, then separates 
them according to their mole­ 
cular makeup. A detector then 
tabulates the components and 
transfers the information onto 
a graph. 
Low peaks on the graph, said 
Scora, indicate a virus infec­ 
tion. 
He said the procedure, which 
is faster and simoler than pre­ 
vious laboratory methods of de­ 
tection, has been most convinc­ 
ing with a virus called stubborn 
disease.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A 
canning 
industry 
spokesman 
said today that export losses 
are threatened by difficulties in 
getting rates on shipments to 
Europe that are 
competitive 
with those available to Austral­ 
ian and South African packers. 


“ Some 20 per cent of Cali­ 
fornia’s canning cling peach 
crop normally goes into export 
markets, primarily to Western 
Europe,” said 
Ralph Bunje, 
manager of the California Can­ 
ning Peach Association. “Dur­ 
ing the past two years on record 
this figure has been cut from 
more than 8 million cases in 
1965-66 to 4.4 million in 1967- 
68.” 


The result has been the heavi- 
est carryover of stocks in can- 
ner hands in the past 32 years, 
he told comm issioners of the 
California World Trade Auth­ 
ority at a special meeting. 


Bunje urged the com m ission­ 
ers to intercede in negotiations 
for freight rates between ship­ 
pers and the Pacific European 
Conference, 
which

rates to European ports.

All 
the m ore dtacocraglnr that tM j 
defection rate is so low among 
tM most crucial element In tM 
current struggle. 
More bad news. Although tM 
enemy , as we shall see, u> reel* 
Ing from successive disasters, 
he retains the technical capaci­ 
ty to regenerate himself at about 
the rate at which we have been 
killing him. An estimated one 
hundred thousand healthy males 
not designated for specialized 
training turo 18 every year. 
That is about how many sold* 
ie rs, on an average, have been 
killed per year over tM course 
of the w ar. The bright side of it, 
In tM macabre figuring of tM 
m ilitary statisticians, is that 
something like an entire gen­ 
eration of North Vietnamese 
m ales has been killed during tM 
past seven or eight years. TM 
sobering side is that they gTOW 
•em as fast as we kill them. One 
recalls the bloodchilling com* 
ment of Wellington surveying 
the carnage after a great battle 
against Napoleon in Spain, and 
sniffing that tM English dead 
w ere no greater than the numb­ 
er of men who would M concei­ 
ved the next Saturday night in 
London.
